The eSaaa of roada, in Clark 

county, under reconstruction is 
Water bound macadam. Their 
aer <rf eonatrnction naval ly 
of the spreading three 
courses, or layers, ol Inneslone. 
The tir.st, or rough course iieing 
ot crushed stone, size from three 
to three aad one half iaehea, horn 
jwrtable ctusher, placed in (juar- 
ries along the line of road. The 
second course is from two to two 
andhalf iadi ia siae. The third 
coorac b of acieenitg aad atone 
up to o quarter and half inch. 

Each cour.se is watered se])er- 
ately, by a. sprinkler from a tank 
moaatod on whoela, and ndled 
by a ten ton steam roller, every 
course is given a sep 'r.ate and 
thorough rolling until it is per- 
fectly smooth and when finished 
the road bed is as smooth aa the 
traditional "floor," but not so 
level, for the reason the road is 
made with a " crown, ' higher in 
the middle than at the sides, so 
us to carry off the rains like a 
roof. The pitch beint:; in oval 
form, and is usually five or more 
inches higher . ip center ol road 
than at sidea. whero it is rolled 
down to feather edge. 

The usual speed made is about 
one mile iier mouth by each 
force or gang. Two gangs are 
engaged on state aid work. Each 
gang consists of about 25 men, 
ten teams etc. The county has 
other gangs at work on its various 
roads. 

The amount of crushed stone used 
))er mile, for a fourteen foot 
spread, runs from 1,000 to 1400 
cubic yards, dependmg ba the coo- 
d/tioa of the old road bed under 
reconstruction. The cost of this 
reconstruction varies on account 
of the varied conditions of toad 
aad rnas f«on f taOO to^ 
25O per mile.
